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Most domestic geese practise polygyny, but they are faithful to all 
their mates, unlike humans 

Geese never practise polyandry. They are faithful to a single mate, 
whether of not he practises polygyny. 

In the earlier more advnaeed human societies, multiple marriages were 
approved, as they are today in some of the more primitive societies. Mohammendans 

ere still permit ted four wives. The history of multiple marriages in the Mormon 
chureh is still recent and well know* In feet, in one area of the southwest, it 
was still practised in the 1960s. In human societies, multiple marriages, in 
which a single man has more than a single wife, has been regarded as a fixe idea. 
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
